Oae of HID pU-asiug facts of the limes is 


the continually increasing toier;uin; thai 
prevails among religious ilemmiiualions. 
it hasn't been a very great while since 
Christendom was at armed war with itself 
about Christianity. ]t has been a much 
less time since it was at wordy war of the 
most virulent type: faith that knew only 
lighting; hope whose only realization lay in 
extermination; charity that could 
only 


anathematize. The ChrUian graces l;ad 
become something unite other than lovely. 
It will yet take a gre; t many years to tell 
how much Christianity suffered from this 
long warfare. 
Who can tell 'the number 


of infidels and agnostics there are in the 
world? and whether they will increase and 
multiply? 


One thing is certain; these men have be- 


come so numerous and strong that the 
churches of to-day feel compelled to make 
peace with one another. 
They aru falling 


into line as they see the necessity of mak- 
ing a fight for Christianity itself. 
They 


now see the good there is in each other, 
when before they had eyes only for t'.iu 
evil. All men should rejoice at this change. 
It is pretty generally agreed that there must 
be an immense amount of good Christian- 
ity. Aggregate all this good and spend all 
force iu spreading it before the people, and 
Hie.world must become better. The work 
has begun none too ear'y. 


Jt will probably be seen in time that of 


all religious people in America the Cathol- 
ics have suffered the greatest misrepresen- 
tation. There is neither time nor inclina- 
tion to go over the various stories that have 
been told about them. 
Stripped of all ob- 


jectionable verbiage,the most widely accept- 
ed accnsation against the Catholic church, 
is that it belongs to a bygone age. 
This 


charge has been presented iu a million 
forms, almost always in a bitter fashion, 
but sometimes in the more effective and 
civil style of the scientific reasoner. 
While 


we know that the prejudice against Cathol- 
ics is very slight indeed, compared with 
what it was 40 years ago, still we may learn 
from a great many sources that there is 
some of it left. 
\Ve must believe that its 


existence anywhere is owing to inadequate 
information. 


Just at present the Catholics of America 


are celebrating a centennial at Baltimore. 
The leading figures of the church are gath- 
ered there. 
There are cardinals, archbish- 


ops, bishops, priests and laymen. 
It is 


probably as notable a gathering as any that 
is possible in our whole country. Its in'el- 
ligence and ability stands abreast with the 
foremost of the world. 
It is the brightest 


product of all the civilization that has gone 
before us. Those who speak at this con- 
gress may be regarded as the mouthpieces 
of the church. They speak with authority, 
and it is to them all honest students of the 
Catholic church should look for informa- 
tion. 


Now we desire to call special attention 


to the sermon delivered by Archbi.-hop Ire- 
land at the cathedral in Baltimore last Sun- 
day afternoon. 
There is no room here for 


even the most limited'revk'W of that sermon 
But in order that protestants may better un- 
derstand the position of the Catholic church 
they are urged to read what Archbishop 
Ireland has to say. 
The sermon is well 


worth any time that may be spent in rend- 
ing it. 
It relates to the future of the 


church in America, and breathes through- 
oat the loftiest and most progressive spirit. 
It is full of the purest of patriotism and 
would have gladened tbe heart of Daniel 
Webster. It calls for progress everywhere, 
for industry on the part of everyone. Talk 
about the Catholic church being behind the 
age! Kead what Archbishop Ireland has to 
say, and become convinced that no pulpit 
orator ever held a more advanced position. 
Kead it, and learn at least that the Cath- 
olic church in America appreciates the best 
American thought. 
liead it and learn that 


Catholicism is progression. 
It is the best 


statement of the position and aims of the 
Catholic church in the country that we have 
ever seen. It is the best effort of the great 
archbishop's life. It is a statement by 
which the church will be proud lo stand 1'or 
many a day to come. 
Head it and learn 


what Catholicism is. The sermon ought to 
kill forever anything like prejudice against 
Catholics. 
Fortunately it comes at time 


when the masses of the people are willing 
to make honest investigation.

The mayor explaini d to AhU'rman Finn 


that the Williams plan in a whole, with a 
complete sj stern ol lateral'., would cost 
over WOO,000, but that 'he plan the council 
would use (or the present v\o'.ihl ( ost but 
little more than Finn'-. 


Alderman Hraiihui said lie was not deter- 


mined ti) hold to his pti-ilion in spite ol 
everything, lie was willing to take any- 
thing that was equally as good or bettel 
than the plan he had decided on. As foi 
pajing for it he, was sure the utiuojt that 
could be laised by general taxation was 
38,000 to 5LO,OCi) more than the income, ol 
the city now. lie then gave a history ol 
the hewer question in thu council, showing 
that this dissension arose, apparently because 
one main sewer should cost moie than the 
other. 


As to this plan of paying foi the, seweis, 


devised by Alderman Finn, he was satis-lied 
that if it was levied, it could not be col- 
lected, 
lie had it troui good legal author- 


ity, not bis own but that of a lawjer, that 
it could not be collected. 


The ordinance provides for a brick sewer 


along the north part of tlie second ward, 
lie thought that a needless expense, as the 
Ilcrkimer sheet ditch and a large tile would 
answer the purpose. 


The question, however, is the payment 


for. tlie improvement. 
II we can build a 


good system of sewerage by this plan of 
Mr. Finn's, be will agree to il, but he must 
be thoroughly convinced that it will do it. 
Ills constituents have never let up on him 
on the subject. 
They want a sewer and 


must have it.

Aid. Graham lead a section of the city 


code, showing that the ordinance providing 
for any imp ovement shall state whether it 
shall be by special taxation or general tax- 
ation, or both, 
if by general taxation, the 


only way that is open is to have the assess- 
ment made and levied with tlie regular tax 
levy, and all must come under the 2 per 
cent, limitation. 
For the special plan there 


is a separate method provided, lie was of 
ihe opinion that it was the only way we 
have open to us. 


Aid. Graham sp^ke of the difference be- 


tween special taxation and special assess- 
ments, and brought in the word contiguous. 
That biought out quite talk between Alder- 
meu Finn and Graham about the meaning 
of that word. 
Thu former said contiguous 


meant near, all tlie property in that neigh- 
borhood, awl continued by saying the, foi- 
mer city attorney was of the opinion that 
all contiguous property could be taxed tor 
an improvement. 


The mayor said Aid. Finn bud quoted the 


ex-city attorney as saying that a general tax 
could be made to pay for this improvement. 
He thought there was a mistake, »3 the 
mayor had spoken to tin attorney on the 
subject and received a different answer. 
He had also spoken to another attorney and 
that gentleman had said that he would like 
toMefetid all cases of taxation where the 
city had laid a general tax of this kind. 
The mayor would like to hear from the city 
attorney. 


The attorney arose, but got no further 


than "Mr, Mayor, members of the commit- 


lee, and gentlemen,'' when Aid. Scanlan 
went to lix the tire. 
While he was doing 


-hat Aid. Finn and the mayor got up a dis- 
•ussion as to how much tax could be 
levied.

Finn had been furnished a pencil by the 
city attorney, that he subsided to figure out 
hi.s own conclusion, and the attorney could 
:o on. 


He had given the question a great deal of 


thought, 
lie thought the city was liable 


for neglect to provide such improvement-, as 
might be necessary. 
Tlie city was enipow- 


srtdlo make general improvements, such 
as sewer-, but the tixcs levied therefore, 
must come within the :l per cent limit. The 
only other plan that could b.s (bopted, was 
provided lor by the special taxation or 
assessment law.

bliefer. 


(J'lite a little di -cussion between the chair- 
man and ire ahleiman followed, belore tin 
city .ilb'iney could get his work in a,;ain, 
which he did by saying, "now, then, Mr. 
(.'haiiman, in answer to your que-tion," etc. 


The ciiy attoiney was of the opinion that 


the city could not adopt a geneial system oi 
sewers and build it by special taxation. 
The city can order 10 dillerent local ini 
provenient.-, make 10 different oidinances, 
and then levy 10 different special assess- 
ment-. 


Aid. (vaulan -aid from what he hud de- 


rived from the attorney's remaiks, the or- 
dinance was of no benefit. 
We can't build 


the sewers by tlie plan 
laid out in it. He 


was not ready to make a motion in the mat 
ter, as lie would prefer to have Mr. Finn 
present. 
As this was only the fouith or 


tilth ordinance intioduced by the gentleman, 
however, and it was useless to the council, 
he thought it useless to further consider it. 


The mayor suggested that it would be 


better for the committee to appoint two or 
three members to get a well defined and 
positive legal opinion as to whether it 
would be possible for the council to levy a 
light tax all over the whole city, having it 
exceed the 2 per cent, limitation. Aid. 
Finn seemed to think it could be done. 
Other attorneys differed from him. It was 
a question that had better be decided at 
once. 


Alter speaking of the plan of tlie system, 


he said the tirst thing to be settled was how 
the sewers were to be paid for, and he was 
in tavorof not discussing the matter fni- 
ther until that question was settled. 


Aid. Scaulan said it might bo well to use 


a little common sense in the matter. 
He 


didn't think that besides Aid. Finn, there 
was a man in the council who thought that 
the sewers could be built except by special 
assessment. 


Aid, Graham said that he was satisfied 


that the general taxation plan was out of 
the question, but he saw no special need 
for haste. 


Aid. Scanlttii said it was surprising to 


him that that the city had not been sued be- 
fore this, because he knew ot cases where 
suits were threatened. 


Aid. Morau said if lie understood the city 


attorney, none of tha plans suggested would 
.stand. Ho thought with the mayor that a 
committee should be appointed to see just 
what could be done. He wanted to luive 
something done, say a compromise between 
the two plans, but he wanted it right. 


The mayor thought it possible that $5,000 


to ?UO,000 might be raised by general taxa- 
tion each year, and applied to the relief of 
the various districts, but no more than that 
could be done. 


Aid. Graham expressed an opinion that 
! the AVilliams plan was the beat that could 
be adopted. 


Aid. Scanlan said that the reason it was 


taken up in part only was that some pai ts 
of (he city could not pay for the sewers 


j there. The tvyo districts in which sewers 
| were to bo built, needed them, and could 
| pay for them at once. 


Aldermim Graham went home at this 


point.

Aldermiiti Morau moved that a committee 


of tbiee 'be appointed to carry out the 
mayor's suggestion and find out what the 
city could d| in rejird to • g«oer«l tax. • 


Tile chairman appointed the major, Ald- 


erman Graham and Morau. The mayor 
suggested the city attorney in his stead. 
It 


was finally lelt to be the attorney, Alder- 
men Graham and Morau, Viilh the mayor as 
a consulting member. 


Alderman Scanlan w.\-< of the opinion 


that it was unnecessary, as we have ai 
attorney, to go to the expense of getting 
further legal opinion. 


The chaiiman said the committee had m 


authority lo go and hire legal advice. 


Alderman Scanlan said this connnittei 


could not'go and call on an attorney for ids 
opinion without pas ing for it. 


The chairman said the committee could 


go to the cily attorney's oftire and look ovel 
his books. 


The cily attoiney said theapp liniment ol
